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Code Changes Made 
For Downtown Area 


A p a c k a g e of 
ordinance 
changes, sealed with the Plan 
Commission's s t a m p of ap­ 
proval, will com e before the Ar­ 
lington Heights Board of Trus­ 
tees Feb. 6. 
The commission last Wednes­ 
day approved—after heated de­ 
bate—code revisions which they 
hope will lure developers into 
the d o w n t o w n area. Other 
changes aim at curbing duplex 
(R-4A) housing. 
The Plan Commission s rec­ 
ommendations, which were ini­ 
tiated by a special village park­ 
ing com m ittee include: 
—Require a builder to provide 
off-street parking stalls on a 
sliding scale. 
This applies to 
office buildings, retail stores and 
banks in the central business 
district (CBD). 
—Requires that parking spaces 
must be located within the CBD 
or within 300 feet of the building. 
—Allows a builder to lease 
parking spaces from the village 
to meet his parking 
require­ 
ments. 


AGREEING WITH suggestions 
f r o m the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
the 
commision 
asked 
that the leasing provisions be 
spelled out in more detail. 
The commission also concur­ 
red with the chamber in striking 
a provision allowing builders to 
pay money in lieu of land over 
a 10-year period. 
According to Bob Walters, who 
represented the chamber, the 10- 
year period is “impractical from 
the standpoint of financing.” 
After some disagreement, the 
commission voted to leave the 
contribution in lieu of land at 
$1,600 per parking space. 


COMMISSION chairman Har­ 
old Carlson indicated, “ It costs 
the village between $2,200 to $2,- 
400 to install a parking space. 
But the intent of these amend­ 
ments is to stimulate develop­ 
ment now.” 


He explained that the village 
hoped to encourage developers 
to contribute money—to be used 
to build a centralized, downtown 
parking facility. 


Commissioner 0 . V. Anderson 
asked why the village hadn’t 
sought federal funds to study 
the parking situation. 


Replied Carlson, “If we wait­ 
ed for federal funds, our time 
investors would go away. There 
are six projects pending now.” 


JOHN JANZEN, of the cham ­ 
ber, added. “We felt the figure

Takes Effect 


Arlington Heights Postmaster 
Virginia Dodge reports that use 
of the ZIP code makes it easier 
to mail packages. 
New rates and a new system | c l 3-0620 
for identifying parcel post zones 
went into effect earlier this 
month as provided in legislation 
signed into law by President 
Johnson on Sept. 20, the Post­ 
master said. 
The rate increases will aver­ 
age about IO cents a parcel. 
Starting July I, the law provides 
for a series of size and weight 
increases on packages mailed 
between first-class offices. Ar­ 
lington Heights is a first-class 
office. The size and weight in­ 
creases will be in five annual j 
steps, the last coming on July I, 
1971. 
Use of ZIP Code in the re­ 
cipient’s address will enable the 
sender or a mail clerk to quick­ 
ly determine the proper zone, 
and thus the rate, for the pack­ 
age. The zones will be based on 
the distance a parcel travels be­ 
tween the 552 sectional centers 
in the country, Mrs. Dodge said. 
By consulting a simple chart, 
which is available at all post 
offices, the zone can be readily 
identified because the first three 
numbers of the ZIP Code repre­ 
sent the sectional center.

from tree planting to poor gar­ 
bage collection. 
Whether in the office or out in 
the field, Tower is within im­ 
mediate radio reach of his two 
inspectors who constantly pa­ 
trol the village to spot trouble 
areas. 
DESPITE Tower’s m o d e s t 
comments 
that 
his 
time 
is 
equally divided between corres­ 
pondence, telephone calls a n d 
planning projects, no new de­ 
velopment makes it into the vil­ 
lage with out his approval and 
his official “okay” is the go­ 
ahead sign for all street and 
underground improvements. 
He heads a seven-man staff 
which includes his assistant, one 
planning engineer, two drafts­ 
men, two inspectors and a sec­ 
retary. 
Together, they engineer vil­ 
lage water and sewer extensions 
and street projects, plan street 
lighting, study traffic problems, 
review private developers’ proj­ 
ects, check grades for home­ 
builders and, among countless 
other things, carry out the vil- 


1 a g e ’ s sidewalk replacement 
program. 
EVERYTHING that has to do 
with 
new 
construction 
falls 
within the realm of the engi­ 
neering department, T o w e r 
said. 
Keeping ahead of the game by 
about a month keeps the de­ 
partment hopping. Tower noted 
that his men are currently han­ 
dling about 16 motor fuel tax 
projects and that 20 to 30 sub­ 
divisions are in various stages 
of development. 
A major department project— 
plans for a two-million-gallon 
g r o u n d reservoir — was just 
completed, Tower said. 
Soon 
the village will be seeking bids 
on a new well which will be 
known as “Well No. IO.” 
Budget planning too, finds its 
place in the engineering depart­ 
ment. 
TOWER AND his assistant, 
George Anderson, are presently 
working on a revision of the Ar­ 
lington 
Heights 
Capital 
Im­ 
provements Program (a five- 
year program of proposed im­ 
provements and their costs) and 
preparation of a working budget 
for 1967-68’s allocation of local 
improvement funds. 
Since he has been in his pres­ 
sed position—a year and a half 
—Tower has introduced several 
innovations to the department 
One of these, the “Policy Let­ 
ters,” is an attempt to stand­ 
ardize 
the 
village’s 
require­ 
ments for subdivisions. 
“Unfortunately,” Tower said, 
“the subdivision ordinance isn’t 
broken down into engineering 
specifications. 
We hope that 
some day we’ll have a document 
of specifications for subdivisions 
in Arlington Heights.” 
HE SAID that Wilroth, “who 
will one day have to maintain 
the items,” is working with him 
on the document. 
And the future of the engi­ 
neering department? 
Tower says that he looks to 


the time when the village de­ 
partment will be able to handle 
all but the most unusual of en­ 
gineering projects. 
“When you begin to come 
above

He stressed that the Navy’s 
needs are best met by housing 
that is relatively maintenance 
free. This, he said, ruled out the 
use of any methods of construc­ 
tion or construction materials 
that might present problems of 
upkeep. 
“We have to try for re-en­ 
listment,” M a x e y explained, 
“and we are in fierce competi­ 
tion with industry for the spe­ 
cialists we train. If the wife of 
an electronics repairman is un­ 
happy with her home, then we 
lose him on account of the 
house. 


“ IF WE CAN keep him, it 
saves you and me tax money,”

Maxey emphasizing the 
Navy's drive to provide better 
housing. 
In the final analysis, the Navy 
will likely build housing at the 
Nike Site, any unit of which 
could fit unobtrusively into Ar­ 
lington Heights.

The District 57 school board 
gave its okay last week to the 
project, which will provide lo­ 
cally-developed economics les­ 
sons for “fast” classes at Lin­ 
coln and Central schools. 


THE NEW LESSONS on eco­ 
nomics are designed, Schmidt 
says, to fill a curriculum gap. 
Some economics teaching ma­ 
terials are available at the high 
school level and Purdue Univer­ 
sity’s Prof. Lawrence Senesh 
has pioneered teaching of eco­ 
nomics to first, second and third 
graders. Some area elementary 
schools are using these lessons 
now. 
Purdue’s materials eventually 
will cover the first six grades. 
But no work is being done at the 
junior high level. 
If state money is available, 
Schmidt will be released from 
some of his second semester 
Prospect classes to start devel­ 
oping the economics lessons. 
They will be given a trial run 
in District 57’s junior high en­ 
richment program this summer. 


A “CHANGED atmosphere” 
rather than a change in curricu­ 
lum is the intent of Arlington 


High’s “talented underachiever” 
program. 
Assigned to it last year and 
this have been 25 academically 
talented freshmen considered to 
be achieving below their capa­ 
bilities.

Crack Down on 
Costal Markings 
As ‘Misleading’ 


Misleading imitations of offi­ 
cial postal markings on envel­ 
opes have been banned by the 
Post Office Department. 


The ban is aimed mainly at 
third class bulk mail users who 
use the official-appearing mark­ 
ings as attention getters. The 
markings have been used to 
simulate official registered and 
certified mail stampings. 
TH E SIM U LATED markings 
have confused postal employes 
as well as misled citizens, it 
was pointed out. The ban is ap­ 
plied 
under the department’s 
rule-making authority. 
Some 
prohibited 
imitations 
cited include “ classified deliv­ 
ery” and “ contents inspection'' 
labels. 
Notice of the proposed ban 
was published in the Federal 
Register on Nov. 19. 1966. Un­ 
der the Administrative Proce­ 
dures Act, comments on the 
proposal were to be submitted 
within 30 days and a hearing 
scheduled.

Motor Chi]) Urges 
Revenue Measures 


The Chicago Motor Club has 
urged Illinois legislators in both 
the Senate and House to modify 
two identical proposed meas­ 
ures—S.B. No. 160 and H.B. No. 
242—which, 
if passed, would 
seriously threaten future use of 
Illinois highway funds. 
The measures w e r e intro­ 
duced last week as so-called 
‘“emergency” proposals to al­ 
leviate a revenue problem in 
Cook County. 
Earlier reports had indicated 
that the measures would only 
permit the freeing of $12.5 mil­ 
lion from Cook County motor 
fuel tax funds for payment of 
expenditures related to motor 
vehicles such as the traffic 
court, part of the sheriff’s op­ 
eration and the clerk’s office. 
HOWEVER, Gerald W. Cava- 
nagh, president of the Chicago 
Motor Club, pointed out that 
the proposed measures as writ­ 
ten do not apply any limitation 
to the use of the motor fuel 
funds nor do they limit their 
application to Cook County. He 
said: 
“ As written the Senate and 
the House measures seem to 
violate all anti-diversion princi­ 
ples in that it would appear that 
every county could use its entire 
motor fuel tax share for the j 
support of all court activities I 
for all time in the future. 
“ This effect is inconsistenti 
with reports last week which 


' had indicated that the proposals 
would relate only to Cook Coun­ 
ty; that they were to be tem- 
| porary emergency 
measures; 
and that only ‘traffic related ac­ 
tivities of the court’ could be 
financed from the highway fund. 
“ The 
Chicago Motor Club, 
therefore, in being consistent 
with its basic opposition to use 
of highway funds for non-high­ 
way matters, urges the Illinois 
General Assembly to modify S. 
B. 160 and H.B. 242 so as to 
comply with the original ‘emer­ 
gency’ aspects of the proposed 
legislation.

But many of those who can do 
not realize it. To many, flying 
remains unreal, simply because 
they have never come upon it 
directly. 
Flying is a sport, a pastime, 
a hobby, as well as an occupa­ 
tion. Ownership of a plane is 
not a necessary factor. While 
there are 86,000 general avia­ 
tion 
airplanes 
in 
the United 
States, there are over 380,000 
licensed pilots. 
Flying is expensive, but so is 
golf, skiing, and boating. 


Most of the initial cost covers 
lessons and equipment and one 
can rent all necessary equip­ 
ment as he goes along. 
What exactly is involved? 


Flying today is a specialized 
field. The enthusiast can gain 
any of a number of different li­ 
censes, and each of which cov­ 
ers different uses of an air­ 
plane. 
A private license, by far the 
most popular, allows the holder 
to fly and carry passengers, but 
does not allow him to fly for 
hire. The government minimal 
requirement for this is 40 hours 
flying time, but the average 
student usually takes closer to 
60 before taking the FAA test. 
The private license is used 
prim arily by individuals w h o 
fly their own plane, either as a 
sport or for business purposes. 
The other licenses available, in­ 
cluding the commercial and the 
airline transport, allow the pilot 
to fly for hire, either on char­ 
ter or for a scheduled airline. 
THE MOST important point 
stressed here by the government 
licensing authorities is experi­ 
ence, as each successive license 
requires more flying experience 
and the passing of more diffi­ 
cult tests, thereby giving the pi­ 
lot more responsibility. 
How does flying an airplane 
relate to driving 
an 
automo­ 
bile? Most instructors feel that 
it is harder to learn, but after 
getting the feeling of it, it is 
easier than an automobile be­ 
cause of the greater amount of 
freedom and fewer distractions 
encountered. 
“ The most difficult problem I 
have had with any student,” ex­ 
plains 
flight 
instructor 
B o b 
Markette, “ is getting the stu­ 
dent to look around constantly. 
Most people feel as they do in 
a car, and because of this have 
a sort of tunnel vision, which 
can cause them to lose their 
balance without objects around 
them.” He pointed to checking 
the levelness of the tips of the 
wings as one of the easiest 
ways to maintain stability. 


The minimum age at which 
one can obtain a private license 
is 16, and there is no maximum. 
Nevertheless, the average age 
of a flight student is between 
20 and 30. 
The situation changes during 
the 
summer, 
however, 
when 
high school 
and college kids 
have the time for lessons. In­ 
structor 
Markette 
estimated 
that during the summer at least 
half of his students are of high 
school age. 
This rise of popularity among 
the younger generation is be 
ginning to show. Across the na­ 
tion, a number of high schools 
have included a flight course in 
the curriculum. These projects 
are sponsored by the federal 
government, which has put up 
all necessary funds. 
Although this has not occur­ 
red in the immediate area, the 
FAA provides free of cost films 
on weather and flying condi­ 
tions to interested groups. Pal­ 
waukee Airport also has film ­ 
strips titled “ Anytown, U.S.A.” 
and “ Who, Me F ly ?” which it 
offers for showing 
at 
schools 
and to interested parties. 


TH E FLY IN G lessons cover 
no definite period of time in 
which they must be taken, but 
can be spread out at the stu­ 
dent’s discretion. The schedule 
usually followed is two lessons 
per week and around 60 hours 
total before taking the FAA li­ 
cense test. 
The tests are not meant to 
trick the student, but simply 
guarantee a basic 
knowledge 
that would prove him compe­ 
tent at the control of an air­ 
plane. The training takes place 
in 
a 
single-engine 
model 
of 
about 
125 
horsepower. 
After 
taking the written test the stu­ 
dent goes up with an FAA of­ 
ficial for actual drill. 
As a rule, the instructor will 
not let his student take either 
of the tests until he is sure that 
the student has mastered all 
necessary skills. 
The pilot’s license is general­ 
ly regarded as a first step in 
a flying career. Airlines have 
been hiring a fantastic number 
of 
new 
pilots 
recently, 
and 
many of the new pilots have had 
flying experience before-h an d, 
which in many cases provided 
the incentive to be an airline 
pilot. 
The commercial pilot also has 
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the option of going into busi­ 
ness for himself, by operating 
charter flights. 
These 
flights 
are not meant to compete with 
the major airlines, but rather 
provide service in specialized 
cases. 
PER H A PS TH E greatest ob­ 
jection to flying in any kind of 
an airplane is the chance of 
accident. This is more myth 
than reality. 
There were over 50,000 peo­ 
ple killed on the nation’s high­ 
way last year, and less than 
1.000 in airplane accidents. In 
fact, there is very little that can 
go wrong with an airplane. The 
government regulations require 
that every plane 
be 
checked 
completely by an FAA inspec­ 
tor yearly, and a medical ex­ 
amination is a yearly require­ 
ment for the maintenance of a 
pilot’s license. 
Many people feel that if a 
plane engine goes, the whole 
plane simply drops out of the 
sky. This is not so. Any plane, 
especially the 
lighter 
models 
used by private pilots, can glide 
for a considerable distance to 
a suitable area, which could be 
anything from a parking lot to 
an empty field. 


The soaring record for pro­ 
fessionally 
made gliders 
and 
sailplanes in this r e g a r d is 
over 900 miles. This is done by 
riding the rising warm air cur­ 
rents, and thereby staying aloft 
for a much longer period of 
time. 
Statistics show, then, that 95 
per cent of all accidents are 
due to pilot error, and not the 
fault of the plane itself. Weath­ 
er has very little effect on the 
accident rate. Most pilots do not 
fly in bad weather, and those 
who do are especially licensed 
to do so. In this category, only 
4 per cent of all airplane ac­ 
cidents take place in bad weath­ 
er conditions. 
Flying is indeed popular, and 
is getting more so all the time.

Does your income tax form stump you? Are you confused 
about filing requirements or deductible items? 
If so, help is available now at the Internal Revenue Service 
(IR S ) office. 770 Lee St., Des Plaines. 
The office is open 
weekdays from 8:30 a m. to 5 p.m. 
According to office manager, Walter Meyers, the facility 
served about 17.000 taxpayers 
last year. An additional 19,000 
phoned in to ask questions. 
Meyers explained that tax­ 
payers coming into the office 
can receive a type of “ self-help 
assistance.” “ A person fills out 
his tax form here with the help 
of an Internal Revenue Service 
man,” he said. 


AT THE present time, the of­ 
fice staffs two people to assist 
taxpayers. This will increase to 
five as the April 17 deadline 
draws nearer. 
He also urged people to dial 
one of two telephone numbers 
to 
ask 
questions. 
The 
Des 
Plaines office number is 824- 
5131. Meyers indicated that his 
office will mail—upon request— 
“ documents” or reprints from 
tax books to help answer spe­ 
cific problems. 


The direct line to the Chicago 
office is 296-7706. There, about 
30 Internal Revenue Service per­ 
sonnel are available to answer} 
questions by phone. 


The Des Plaines facility also1 
has on hand supplemental tax 
forms for special transactions as 
well as a tax return deposit box. 
The relocated and expanded 
office serves 31 towns in Cook^ 
County west of Waukegan Road. 
The new facility replaced 
the 
old office on Prairie Avenue in 
October. 
When a northwest suburbanite 
mails his tax return form, it 
goes to the Chicago IRS office, 
22 W. Madison St. There, any 
tax wiiich is due is deposited 
by a cashier. 
All the returns are bundled in 
I Chicago and forw arded to Kan­ 


sas City, Mo., the IRS midwest 
regional center. The center han­ 
dles returns from Illinois, Wis­ 
consin, Minnesota, Iowa, Mis­ 
souri, Nebraska, North Dakota 
and South Dakota. 
At Kansas City the return is 
processed—this 
year 
for 
the 
first time by 
automatic data 
processing (ADP). 
If a refund is due, it is sent 
from Kansas City. 
SAID M EYERS. “ Since 
we 
are on ADP it is more import- 
I ant than ever to make sure 
forms are filled out properly to 
avoid delays.” 
Before ADP, each return re­ 
ceived a quick eye check for 
errors. If one were found, it 
was taken out of the hopper and 
returned to the taxpayer imme- 
I diately. 
'Now, a block of forms (a 
I group of IOO) go through the 
computers and are checked item 
; by item. If a taxpayer, for in­ 
stance, has not signed his name 
at the bottom of the form, this 
I is not discovered until the end 


of the cycle. 
The return would be “ kicked 
out” of the computer and check­ 
ed by hand. If a refund were 
pending, this would result in de­ 
lay, Meyers said. 
Common errors in filing, Mey­ 
ers indicated, include failing to 
sign the return, forgetting to 
attach W-2 forms, incomplete 
schedules, and using an incor­ 
rect Social Security number. 
The correct Social 
Security 
number is important since it 
identifies 
each 
form 
during 
processing, he pointed out. 


IN 
ADDITION 
to assisting 
taxpayers, the Des Plaines staff 
audits tax returns for area bus­ 
inesses and corporations. Twen­ 
ty-five revenue agents examine 
the forms to verify items and 
check to see if the tax laws 
have 
been 
correctly 
applied, 
Meyers said. 
Four office auditors work with 
individual taxpayers on an in­ 
terview basis—examining their 
tax returns. According to Mey­ 
ers this claim check is made for 
statistical samplings or to cor­ 
rect errors in their returns. 
A STAFF OF five collection 
officers is on call to resolve con­ 
flicts in claims which can be 
done only by a personal visit. 
“ In this area, however, we 
have a minimum of such prob­ 
lems,” Meyers said.

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Will Society Lose Him? 
The 
‘Gifted ’ Child

(They are called “gifted.” 
Sometimes they are included in 
the statistics on retardation be­ 
cause, like the retarded, they 
are outside the normal educa­ 
tional development pattern. 
One per cent of the popula­ 
tion is retarded, and one quar­ 
ter of one per cent 
of 
the 
population is gifted. Many edu­ 
cators admit the tragedy 
of 
the disproportionate amount of 
money spent on the retarded 
group compared with that de­ 
voted to the gifted. Theirs is 
the 
unsentimental 
evaluation 
that the gifted are not “gifts” 
to themselves, but to their so­ 
ciety and the world. 
They are boys and girls who 
want to go to proms and play 
baseball, but they have an un­ 
limited potential and are as 
o u t-o f-p lace in the normal 
school situation as the retard­ 
ed child. Progress is b e i n g 
made in this field, but the com­ 
munity still seems to feel “let 
them solve their own problems 
—they’re smart enough.” Un­ 
fortunately they are not. They 
are intelligent, creative a n d 
have a well-developed sense of 
humor. But they are children. 
Perhaps reading about one 
such child 
will 
further 
the 
realizat i o n that 
the 
gifted, 
rightly guided, have the capac­ 
ity to excel, and if the ‘gift’ is 
lost, society is the loser.) 
“You should be very happy,” 
the head of the university test­ 
ing center said to me. “Your 
son will be able to do anything 
he wants to do. He can be only 
limited by you, the school sys­ 
tem or himself. He is definitely 
‘gifted.’ ” 
He was sitting in an inter­ 
view room at the center, hap­ 
pily discussing the make-up of 
NATO with the tester assigned 
to him. He was convinced that 
he would be enrolled in the uni­ 
versity immediately and was 
delighted. He wasn’t going to 
remain very happy when I took 
him home from the university 
and told him he had to go back 
to first grade. 
“He'll have to be skipped a 
grade right away,” the center 
head continued. 
“Considering 
our present system, it’s neces­ 
sary, but it won’t help much. 
He ll always be out of place. 
He’s six and has the reasoning 
ability of a 12-year-old now; 
this ability will increase more 
rapidly than we can measure. 


“CHILDREN LIKE this are 
sometimes 
the 
most 
pitiful 
cases we see because the gift­ 
ed inspire hate in so many peo­ 
ple. Teachers, students, your 
own family and friends will 
dislike him. Perhaps you will, 
too. 
“Most people aren’t humble, 
and it 
takes 
a 
tremendous 
amount of humility to tolerate 
a child who knowTs more than 
we do. You see him as a child, 
but others will see him 
as 
something else. His inability to 
accept dishonesty or condescen­ 
sion will cause him problems 
in school and society.” 
“You know' what he said to 
me?” she continued. “I asked 
him if he ever felt that he had 
nothing to do. He looked at me 
seriously and said, ‘I never 
have nothing to do.' 


“HE WAS BEING truthful. 
Wouldn't it be nice to have his 
ability to escape from boredom. 
His mind is so busy, he literal­ 
ly never has nothing to do.” 
She felt that our son would 
be completely unhappy in ele­ 
mentary school; by high school, 
life might improve for him. and 
c o l l e g e and post-graduate 
school would bring him im­ 
mense satisfaction. If he could 
be kept in school. 
So we settled down to living 
with and educating a person 
who never has nothing to do. 


HE HAD BEEN an eight- 
pound baby with 
such 
bad 
colic that he spent the first 
three months of his life 
on 
tranquilizers, and we slept in 
shifts. He cut his first tooth at 
four months and began to bite 
everything available, living and 
non-living. 
He was crawling, grabbing, 
breaking, howling and trying 
to talk at six months. At IO 
months, 
he walked, 
opened 
doors and specialized in in­ 
genious breakage. 
He spent one nap time smear­ 
ing tooth paste, talcum powder 
and his own blood (carefully 
extracted with a diaper pin) 
all over a picture of his father. 
It wasn't an Oedepus complex; 
the picture had a good surface 
for blending. For months he 
kept on drawing his own blood 
to examine it, until I put him 
in training pants to keep him 
away from pins. 


THE SECOND year brought 
us a baby girl and he followed 
me from h i g h chair to bathi­ 
nette, 
destroying, 
examining 


and asking questions. T h e r e 
didn’t seem to be any sibling 
rivalry—but it was un-nerving 
to find him trying to undress 
her so that he could find out 
what made her operate. 
One day, when he was two, 
he started picking out the let­ 
ters of the brand name on the 
washing machine. He progress­ 
ed to labels on soup cans and 
news headlines. He got an old 
typewriter and began to put 
words together. He never for­ 
got a fact. By 2Vz 
he was 
reading. 


You don't bring up giftedness 
in front of other parents if you 
intend to keep any friends, but 
it is almost impossible to keep 
a gifted child modestly quiet. 
Adults tend to dislike a child 
who informs them at a social 
gathering that it is not really 
a bug in his milk, it is phylem 
arthropoda, class insecta, order 
Diptera. 


AT THREE he began to ask 
theological questions, such as 
“Can God die?” 
“No.” 
“Is Jesus God?” 
“Yes.” 
“Then how could he die?” 
Even theologians haven’t an­ 
swered that one to his com­ 
plete satisfaction. 


By the time he was four 
there were three other babies 
in our house, and we would 
have welcomed a little normal 
activity — outside play, fence 
climbing, fights. Instead, he 
continued to follow me around 
the house with his stamp al­ 
bum. because he knew the 
right pages but couldn’t manip­ 
ulate the stamp hinges due to 
his poor manual dexterity. 


THERE WAS no kindergar­ 
ten in our area, which is just 
as well because it was hard 
to imagine him singing songs 
and being introduced to basic 
colors. He was reading geo­ 
graphy and history by then and 
had developed definite theories 
about the evils of nationalism. 
He thought saluting the flag 
was a dangerous symptom of a 
bad historical attitude. 


On his first day of school he 
was as excited as a school- 
starved young Abe Lincoln. He 
believed that school would an­ 
swer all his questions. 


He ran ahead toward school, 
while a friend and I followed, 
dragging her new first grader. 


“He wants to go, but I 


don’t,” her little fellow sobbed, 
like he can.” 
THAT AFTERNOON our son 
came in, his head hanging low. 
He went into a corner, took 
out the stamp album, and re­ 
tired from the whole horrible 
world of school reality. He had 
expected to learn about the 
newest developments in arch- 
aelogical exploration 
in the 
paleozoic era and the teacher 
had him coloring balloons. 
The other little fellow was 
happy. 
After that we forced the is­ 
sue and had him tested. It 
took a long time, a lot of paper 
work, and provoked much re­ 
sentment from school author­ 
ities, because in that system 
accelerated programs were un­ 
known, and parents were en­ 
couraged to be seen but not 
heard. 


SKIPPING didn’t help much. 
He didn't do his homework, 
but brought home “A’s” and 
“B’s” and failed in attention 
and achievement. 
One day, in third grade, he 
brought a note to the eighth 
grade classroom. The class was 
struggling through map study, 
and soon the teacher had him 
explaining geography to the 
eighth graders. That took care 
of his 
popularity 
with 
the 
eighth grade. 
He collected baseball cards, 
bus transfers, dead insects, 
rocks 
and 
sand, 
cataloging 
these things according to a 
system known only to him. He 
joined Little League, and the 
league manager admitted that 
although there was something 
lacking in coordination, he was 
the only nine-year-old on the 
team who could diagnose plays 
and figure strategy. He was 
the bunt expert. 


HIS RELATIONS with the 
older boys in school went from 
bad to worse. He delighted in 
getting into arguments with the 
biggest 
seventh 
and 
eighth 
graders calling them “omniv­ 
orous homosapiens” or “pre­ 
hensile marsupials.” Because 
of this he learned to run home 
fast from school. 
We began to feel as if we 
were on a stagecoach with 
hordes of education-maddened 
teachers following us, waving 
tomahawks and report cards. 
He didn't study; he didn’t fill 
in the work books; he was a 
“low achiever.” He debated 
with the teachers and even 
worse — the books; he played 
when they gave tests. 


One teacher complained that 
he took two tests at one time, 
one on the material, the other 
filled with nonsense words. He 
regarded schools as a waste of 
time, preferring to learn at 
home, with adult books that 
became increasingly special­ 
ized. 


THE 
READING tastes of 
gifted children follow a definite 
pattern. 
Librarians 
are 
ap­ 
palled by their degree of spec­ 
ialization in one field, but, al­ 
though their reading vocabu­ 
lary is advanced, their tastes 
in fiction parallel their age 
group. It is normal for a gifted 
child to leave the library with 
a book on advanced concepts in 
physics 
and 
“The 
Hardy 
Boys.” 
When our son entered Mac­ 
Arthur Junior High, Prospect 
Heights, three years ago, the 
school’s 
intensified 
testing 
identified his potential. Soon 
t e a c h e r s were passing the 
peace pipe, and we found some 
teachers eager to work with 
the gifted. 
The fact that teachers liked 
him and were willing to listen 
to his ideas had a dramatic 
effect. Because of Don Gra­ 
ham, former science teacher 
and now principal in a District 
23 school, our son who hated 
school now feels he would like 
to be a teacher. 


NOW IN A District 214 high 
school, he again is questioning, 
disputing, irritating, shocking 
and “under-achieving.” He will 
finish his high school career 
at the new John Hersey High 
School. This is ironic, because 
one of Hersey’s most notable 
books is “The Child Buyer,” 
a savage satire on the com­ 
munities’ reaction to the gifted 
child. 
Our son could not care less. 
He’s a freshman, ignoring the 
formalities of education, busily 
writing parodies 
to popular 
songs, wooing girls with quotes 
from 
“Love’s 
Labor 
Lost,” 
drawing up a card file for the 
debate team on foreign mili­ 
tary aid, becoming an expert 
on the Civil War, discussing 
theology, football, girls, pat­ 
terns of culture, girls, univer­ 
sal military conscription, poli­ 
tics, girls, books, foreign poli­ 
cy and girls. 
He says, “Adolescence is in­ 
evitable, so you might as well 
enjoy it.” 
He will, because he never 
has nothing to do.

Women’s Skirts: 
Up or Down?

What’s going to happen to 
women’s hemlines? Will they 
go higher yet, or is the next 
direction downward? 
Three area dressmakers and 
designers are not in whole- 
h e a r t e d agreement as to 
whether skirts will 
remain 
short, but they do agree that 
short or long, the important 
thing about good fashion is 
whether it becomes the wom­ 
an. 
Mrs. R. J. Gialdini of Pala­ 
tine, whose customers in Bar­ 
rington and North Shore com­ 
munities pay $100 and up for 
her originally designed dresses 
and $300 or more for her coats, 
believes that women’s skirts 
have gone as high as they can. 
FASHIONS ARE LIKE a pen­ 
dulum, in her opinion. Skirts 
go only so high and then they 
reverse direction. She believes 
hemlines will start dropping 
soon. 
But a Mount Prospect dress­ 
maker, who caters to the mid­ 
dle-aged woman and preferred 
to remain anonymous, is not so 
sure. 
“With young people, there’s 
absolutely no limit,” she said, 


“and older women are follow­ 
ing the trend. The out-of-school 
crowd may scorn the fashions 
of the young,” she added, “but 
put into a group who wear 
their skirts short, 
they will 
shorten their hemlines, too.” 
THIS DRESSMAKER thinks 
that hemlines follow the course 
of history. Skirts are short dur­ 
ing wartimes, she said, but 
when the conflict ends and ma­ 
terials are a b u n d a n t , they 
lengthen. 
Mrs. Helen Aagaard of Mount 
Prospect, another custom de­ 
signer with a young clientele, 
contrad i c t s this view. S h e 
thinks that when times 
are 
good, skirts are short, and 
when times are bad, dresses 
are long. She cites the Roarin’ 
20’s with its short skirts and 
the longer garments of the de­ 
pression years to back up her 
view. 
Times alone, however, do not 
determine women’s styles. Men 
and other women, too, exert in-, 
fluence on what women wear 
and when they wear it. 
THOUGH THE accepted no­ 
tion is that women dress to 
please men, Mrs. Gialdini be­ 
lieves that most of them are 
more anxious to please their 


friends. 
For 
examples, 
she 
points to the empire styles and 
the “sack” dresses. Men hated 
both, said the Palatine design­ 
er; yet women continued to 
wear them because “they were 
in style” and “everyone was 
wearing them.” 
Mrs. Aagaard is not so con­ 
cerned about the styles that 
suburban women choose nor 
whom they dress to please. It’s 
fit that she feels is important. 
“SUBURBAN WOMEN dress 
very well,” she said, “but the 
fit is bad.” 
Women would be much more 
attractive generally, she feels, 
if their clothes fit them proper­ 
ly. 
The three agreed that subur­ 
ban women are more casual 
in their attire. Without t h e 
theatre, opera and other cul­ 
tural pastimes of the city dwell­ 
er, the s u b u r b a n woman 
doesn’t wear formal gowns and 
long gloves as often as her 
city counterpart. But when she 
does don formal attire, they 
think she can be as stunning 
as the 
urban 
woman 
f o r 
whom such dress is familiar. 
Mrs. Gialdini finds most sub­ 
urban women neat and well­ 
dressed. The anonymous Mount 


Prospect dressmaker, however, 
said she thinks suburban dwell­ 
ers sometimes are too infor­ 
mal. 
“IT S A COMMON sight to 
walk into a suburban store and 
find shoppers clad in shorts or 
slacks,” she noted, contrast­ 
ing this to the skirted city 
shopper. 
W h e t h e r short skirts are 
“good fashion” depends upon 
the individual woman, the three 
dress experts agreed. 
“It depends upon the wom­ 
an’s legs and her age,” said 
Mrs. Aagaard. “Too m a n y 
women have bony knees, and 
short skirts are not flattering 
to them.” 
The Mount Prospect design­ 
er, for whom designing is a 
hobby that turned into a pro­ 
fession, thinks women should 
wear clothes that flatter them. 
“I BELIEVE IN disguising 
the bad features and bringing 
out the best,” she commented. 
Mrs. Aagaard studied design­ 
ing at the Chicago Art Insti­ 
tute. Mrs. Gialdini has a de­ 
gree in designing from 
the 
University of Cincinnati a n d 
currently is working on a mas­ 
ter of fine arts degree at the 
Art Institute. 
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HEMLINES HAVE GONE about as high as they can, in the 
opinion of Mrs. R. J. Gialdini, a custom designer of women’s 
clothes who lives in Palatine. She predicts the fashion pen­ 
dulum is about to swing toward longer skirts.

paint-by-number hobbies. Mrs. 
Kolvek said the family usually 
spends evenings in the kitchen, 
each working on his project 
while she irons and helps who­ 
ever needs a hand.

We work togeth­ 
er Saturday mornings so we 
can play together in the after­ 
noon.” 
The children enjoy playing 
practical jokes on their mother 
with “ Creepy Crawlers,” and 
finding them in her shoes or in 
the bed, she has reacted in the 
appropriate feminine manner 
that leaves her family laugh­ 
ing. 


THE FA M ILY combines fun 
and education on weekend or 
day trips.

Chicago, which is expected 
to apply for a planning grant, 
has its city departments to 
draw on. Most suburban com­ 
munities have planners, if not 


departm e n t of health

The 
metropolitan develop­ 
ment program under HUD is 
a kind of regional planning 
program by co-ordinated ef­ 
forts of federal, 
state 
and 
c o u n t y officials. Planning 
would be for the orderly de­ 
velopment and growth of the 
entire metropolitan area, city 
and suburbs. 
IT IS INTENDED the fed­ 
eral government would place 
a metropolitan “expediter” in 
such an area to advise and 
assist the locality in terms of 
what programs are adminis­ 
tered by HUD. 
Considerations for s u c h 
planning will be water and 
sewer, highways, street pat­ 
terns, recreational facilities 
and industrial zoning. 
So strongly does the depart­ 
ment believe in regional plan­ 
ning, after June 30, all appli­

metropolitan development pro­ 
gram to which supplementary 
grants are applicable must be 
reviewed by a metropolitan or 
regional planning agency. The 
review is to determine whether 
the application is 
consistent 
with area planning.

Their facilities,

And we have 
a fenced-in yard where the 
dogs are permitted to run.” 
DO THEY GO out of their 
way to find more business? 
“Yes, we do rescue work, 
too.” 
“ ‘Rescue’ work? H a v e 
you had any unusual expe­ 
riences rescuing animals?” 
She laughed. “How much 
time do you have?” 
“Recently my husband and 
I rescued a mother dog—and 
the puppies she’d just had—in 
a ditch. She didn’t want to 
come out of there. 
“WE HAD TO use a trap, 
but please don’t mention that. 
People get the wrong idea.” 
“What kind of a trap?” 
“A dogtrap. Baited with 
food. It lures the dog out 
of hiding and trips a door 
that slams shut over him, 
but we don’t like to mention 
it. People think ifs mean. 
It doesn’t hurt the animal.” 
“Do you get a lot of calls?” 
“Certainly, but most come 
through the police stations. 
Not that many people know 
about us. In fact, we’d appre­ 
ciate 
a small item telling 
people we’re more than happy 
to accept animals for place­ 
ment.” 
THE KAYS aren’t paid — 
except for the food the ani­ 
mals eat—and you are read­ 
ing the first public 
account 
written about the place. 
A thankless job? Not if 
you enjoy it, says Mrs. Hay. 
“I’ve been helping animals 
all my life 
.. . mainly lost 
dogs and cats.” 
Allen A. Glisch, director of 
the Illinois Citizens’ Animal 
Welfare League, says the or­ 
ganization normally has no 
trouble finding homes for ani­ 
mals. 
“We’ve kept some as long 
as two or three months, but 
even a welfare service can’t 
k e e p 
animals 
indefinitely. 
Some, that can’t be trained 
to be kept in houses, must be 
humanely put to sleep. 
“WE OWE people like the 
Kays a great debt. Without 
them there’d be nobody to 
handle these local services. 
“It’s funny. P e o p l e will 
drive up in their Cadillacs to 
drop off a pet from a new­ 
born litter and they’ll be ask­ 
ed for a donation and they’ll 
say, 'We-e-ell . .

There is speculation that some form 
of truth-in-lending will be approved by 
Congress this year. 


For years the struggle for such a 


m easure was led by form er Sen. Paul 
H. Douglas. The word is out that truth- 
in-lending was never approved while 
Douglas headed the fight because he 
was unyielding and unwilling to m eet 
halfway the legitim ate complaints of 
the credit industry. 
The facts do not 
bear . that 
out. 
Douglas 
repeatedly 
offered to accept 
suggestions which 
would have made his bill easier for the 
credit industry to adapt to while at the 
sam e tim e accomplishing the desired 
purpose. 


We nope that same guideline is used 
in the current, “ yielding” atmosphere. 


What Douglas sought was a federal 
bill (he was convinced by experience 
that the states would not act) requiring 
lenders to disclose the amount of inter­ 
est charged, both rn term s of dollars 
and cents and simple annual interest. 
Many 
representatives 
of 
the 
credit 
industry expressed 
a 
willingness to 
state credit only in 
dollar-and-cents 
term s. 


Douglas pointed out, correctly, that 
only a uniform statem ent of rates would 
provide the borrower with com parable 
inform ation about a loan regardless of 


the amount or source. 
He wanted to 
adopt 
the 
sam e standard commonly 
used in the home m ortgage field—a 
statem ent of simple annual interest—to 
the consumer credit field. 


The m ajor legitim ate objection cam e 
from the retailers who extend credit; 
they pointed out on revolving credit 
arrangem ents no interest is computed 
on a purchase prior to the first billing 
date. 
This could 
create 
substantial 
difficulties in stating an exact credit 
rate. 


There is current discussion about 
possibility of perm itting an estim ate 
of the simple annual interest rate in 
such cases, and the suggestion seems* 
reasonable. 


Truth-in-lending will be a boon to 
consum ers and will have a beneficial 
effect on the credit industry. 
It will 
stim ulate renewed confidence in 
an 
industry where the long debate over 
truth-in-lending has raised questions of 
consum er confidence. 


Any doubt that consum ers want this 


legislation should have been erased last 
spring when a poll of constituents in 
the conservative northwest suburban 
13th Congressional D istrict showed 91 
per cent favoring “ legislation to require 
sellers to give accurate estimates of 
total interest charges to purchasers.”

After attending dog shows, obedience trials and field trials 
for a number of years, it is rather surprising to note how many 
people do not know how to handle and show a dog in say the 
conformation ring. 
If you are interested in showing your dog in conformation 
and don’t know anything about handling in the show ring, there 
are two classes in the area which teach this handling. Both are 
handy and well worth the time. 
One is the class held Wednesday nights by the Northwest 
Obedience Club, in the basement of the old Jewel Tea store on 
N. Brockway in Palatine. Starting after the obedience classes, 
the class gives basic instruction in conformation handling. 
Another group that gives instruction is the Fox River Valley 
Kennel Club. This class is also held on Wednesday evening, at 
8 p.m., in the Barrington North Park field house. In each case. 
a visit to the class nearest you will be of help, and you are 
invited at any time. The Northwest Club takes dogs most any 
time; the Barrington club will start a new class on Jan. 25. 
Westminster— 
The 91st consecutive annual Westminster Kennel Club Dog 
Show will have a total entry of 2,548 dogs of 116 breeds or 
varieties. The show will be held in Madison Square Garden, 
New York City, on Feb. 13 and 14. 
This show is of general interst to many folks in our area and 
it is restricted to champions and to dogs that have been credited 
with one or more championship points. There are 1,159 dogs 
entered which have already won their championships. This is 
46 per cent of the total entry.

THE ANSWER to the ques­ 
tion of taxation is not going to 
be a popular one. 
Within IO years the answer 
will have to be a state income 
tax, and a reduction in the real 
property tax and personal prop­ 
erty tax to go with it. But 
right now both political parties— 
wrongly, I believe—are on rec­ 
ord against an income tax, so 
this change will not be made 
this session. 
The broadening of the base of 
the sales tax to cover many 
services not now covered is 
another possibility. This might 
include haircuts, legal advice, 
and a host of services not cover­ 
ed by the present tax program. 
The third possibility is an in­ 
crease in the present sales tax 
of one-half per cent, with per­ 
haps another one-half cent going 
to municipalities. Some Republi­ 
can leaders are privately men­ 
tioning this as their preference. 
The first two possibilities men- 
t i 0 n e d would raise 
enough 
money to cover the increased 
expenditures. The increase in 
the present sales tax would not 
—and this means some bonds 
would have to be issued to cover 
the balance of the increased ex­ 
penditures.

IT IS ALSO almost certain 
there will be an increase in the 
gasoline tax. Illinois has one of 
the lowest gasoline taxes in the 
nation, and the state is now 
desperately low on funds

All this talk about increased 
taxes is not pleasant reading. 
No governor and no legislator 
likes to talk about higher taxes. 
But just as sure as day fol­ 
lows 
night,

services are talked about, this 
means more taxation. 
Gov. Otto Kerner and the Re­ 
publican leadership of Sen. Rus­ 
sell Arrington and S p e a k e r 
Ralph Smith have proclaimed 
their programs. To the credit 
of the governor and the GOP 
leadership, they are surprising­ 
ly near agreement on the pro­ 
grams they have announced. 
Both parties have programs that 
come 
to grips 
with 
some— 
though not all—of the 
major 
problems Illinois faces. 


AND BOTH PA RTIES 
are 
privately in agreement on the 
unpleasant 
reality 
that 
goes 
with these programs: t h e r e 
must be an increase in taxes. 
The question is not “ whether” 
there will be more taxation, but 
how it will come—and in that 
answer every Illinois citizen has 
an important stake. 
M O S T ILLIN O IS 
citizens 
would be shocked to visit the 
final few days of a legislative 
session. Proposals of major im­ 
portance which should have re­ 
ceived careful deliberation often 
are passed with no deliberation. 
In four of the six regular six- 
month sessions in which I have 
served, the majority of bills act­ 


ed upon during a session were 
acted upon during the f i n a l 
w e e k ! 
That means literally 
more than a thousand bills pass­ 
ed or defeated during that last 
week. 
One hopes that this situation 
will change during the present 
session. 
Rep. Harold Katz, a Democrat 
from Coox County, and Sen. 
Harris Fawell, 
a Republican 
from DuPage County, in 
the 
1965 session introduced bills for 
a 
commission 
to study 
this 
whole matter of legislative or­ 
ganization. 
Katz 
was

chairman of the commission 
and Fawell vice chairman. 


THE COMMISSION has pre 
sented the legislature with 
a 
thoughtful, thorough report—and 
within the next few weeks we 
will know whether it will be 
substantially adopted or reject­ 
ed. 
Its recommendat i o n s don’t 
make very exciting reading, yet 
their adoption is essential if the 
citizens of the state hope to im- 
p r o v e the 
caliber 
of 
per­ 
formance 
of 
the 
legislature. 
Among the recommendations of 
the commission are: 
1. The number of committees 
should be reduced. (This recom­ 
mendation has already virtually 
been shleved.) 
2. Constitutional amendments 
should receive more careful con­ 
sideration by establishing new 
procedures. 
(At 
the 
present 
time constitutional amendments 
sometimes receive almost no de­ 
bate or discussion. The Revenue 
Amendment of the last session 
was introduced in the House 
June 29, passed the House the 
s a m e day, and passed th e 
Senate June 30! This is hardly 
the way to handle anything so 
important.) 
3. A permanent transcript of 
all proceedings should be kept 
when measures are up for final 
passage. (Now there is only a 
record of the vote, and neither 
the public nor the courts ordi­ 
narily have any idea why a 
measure was passed or defeat-

These suggestions are among 
the 87 recommendations by the 
commission.
